Moreover, the Church intervenez di- 
x in the interest of the poor, by set- 
tine on foot and keeping up many things 
which it recs to be efficacious in the relief 
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all well-constituted States ıt is a by no 
means unimportant matter te provide 
those bodily and external commodities, 
the usc of which is necessary to virtuous 


action. And in the provision of material 
well-being, the labor of the poor — the 
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exercise of their skill and the employment 
of their strength in the culture of the land 
and the workshops of trade —is most 
efficacious and altogether indispensable. 
Indeed, their co-operation in this respect 
is SO import tant that it may be truly said 
that 


It is only by the Labor oi the Pte 
Man . that States Grow Rich 


Justice, therefore, demands that ae inter- 
ests of the poorer population be carefully 
watched over by the Administration, so that 
hey who contribute so largely to the adyan- 
tage of the community may themselves share 
in the benefits they ereate that being housed, 
, clothed, and enabled to support life, they may 
find their existence less hard and more endura- 
die. It follows that whatever shall appear to ba 
conducive to the weil-being of those who 
worx, should receive favorable consideration. 
Let it not be feared that soliciiude of this 
kind will injure any interest; on the contrary, 
it will be to the advantage of all; fer if 
cannot but be good for the cominouwealth į 
secure from misery those on whom it sc 
largely depends. 
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family life should be carried on in accordance 
with God's laws and those of nature; that 
Religion shod be reverenced and obeyed; 
that a high standard of morality should pre- 
vail in public and private life; that the sanc- 
tiiy of justice should be respected, and that 
no one should injure another with iinpunity; 
that the members of the commonwealth 
should grow up to man's estate strong and 
robust, and eapable, if need bo, of suarding 
and defending their country, If by a strike, 


or other combination of workmen, there 
should be imminent danger of disturbance to 


the public peace; or if eirenmistances were 
such that among the laboring population the 
the ties of family life were relaxed; if Re- 
lizion were found to suffer throneh the work- 
men not having time and opportunity to 
practise it; ff in workshops and factories 
there were danger to morals through the 
mixinz of the sexes or from any occasion of 
evil: or if employers laid burdens npon the 
workmen which were unjust, or desraded 
them with conditions that were repnenant to 
their dignity as hnman beings: finally, it 
health were endangered by excessive labor, or 
by work unsuited to sex or age -— in these 


cáses there can be no question that, within 


ceiiain limits, it would be right to cos 
help and authority of the law. The limits 
miet be determined by the nature of the 
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pa borne in mind that the chief 
ties to be spenred is the snfe-enarding, by 
Je] endetruent and policy, of private property. 
Most of all is it essential in these tines of 
covetóne greed, to Keep the multitude within 
the line of duty; for if all may justly strive to 
better their condition, yet neither justice nor 
ho cmnton good allows any ono to seize chat 
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to another, or, under the pre- 

futile and ridienlons equality, to lay 
on other people's fortunes. IL iš mas 
true that by far the larger part of the paopla 
who work prefer to improve themselves PY 
honest labor rather than by doing wrong 16 
others.
